The results of the grade 
twelve Departmental examin¬ 
ations taken last June by the 
students of the Coleman High 
School were received by the 
School Board this week. 

The results show that of 
the 151 papers written 102 or 
67.5% received matriculation 
standing of a “B” or better 
and 140 papers or 92.7% out 
of the 151 received diploma 
pass with a standing of “C” 
or better. 

Some of the papers were re¬ 
written during the supple¬ 
mentary Examination which 
resulted in a final grading cf 
72.8% matriculation standing 
and a 94.7% diploma stand¬ 
ing. 

Out of a class of 34 students 
in grade twelve there were 
fourteen students who weie 
trying for matriculation in 
one year. Out of this group 
six were successful in matri¬ 
culating and the eight others 
received diplomas, 

Out of the remaining twen¬ 
ty, six other students were 
completing their second year. 
They also received their grade 
twelve diplomas Seven of the 
remaining fourteen students 
have returned to complete 
their grade twelve.

POLITICS 

Manitobans love to talk politics. 
That was one of the first things that 
struck me when moving back home 
to this beautiful province. Manito¬ 
bans, like Maritimers, seem to think 
that good times or bad times depend 
on who holds the reins at Ottawa. 

They don’t have complete faith 
in this notion, because they still 
plant good seed on well-fertilized 
soil, and they pray for rain or sun 
in proper order, and they open their 
shops early and serve customers 
well. There is always though, even 
while “keeping the powder dry," a 
sort of child-like idea that the end 
result of all this enterprise will de¬ 
pend not on sun or rain or servic°, 
but on Ottawa. 

Let the weather be bad or the 
world trading situation worsen — 
and there has to be a change at 
Ottawa! 

You don’t get too far trying to 
argue that this is foolish — that 
Ottawa can’t make the sun shine or 
the rains come. Try it and you run 
into some of those exceptions that 
prove the rule—such as the $42,000 - 
000 in acreage payments showered 
out of the Ottawa sky for prairie 
grain growers. If Mr. Diefenbaker 
could have made that a downpour, 
instead of a shower, (126 millions 
might have been sonsidered a pretty 
good shower, close to a downpour i, 
he’d be sitting pretty with the Mani¬ 
toba electorate right now. As It is, 
he’s advanced a few pegs, but there', 
still not enough sub-soil moisture to 
assure his popularity. 

Of course, this does not apply to 
individual Manitobans. Any single 
one of them would say, “This is 
crazy talk. Ottawa can’t grow my 
grain or build my house or do much 
else but make the laws. The really 
important thing, the production of 
wealth, is undertaken by me and my 
neighbors." 

And, of course, that is true. 
Ottawa’s big job should be en¬ 
couragement of the production of 
wealth, not the confiscation and re¬ 
distribution of it. But the men at 
Ottawa seem to think that while 
individuals are sensible, voters as a 
group are not. “We’ve got to make 
them think we made the sun shine, 
even if it costs them their las. 
penny," say the politicians — and 
politicians may be amusing, but 
they’re not fools. 

Teachers Off To 
Nigeria 

(St. Catharines Standard) 

Living 5,500 miles away from 
home, and working with African 
tribes, is not new to two local teach- 

Mlss Carlotta Bolton, 32, of Louth 
township, and Marion Lehman, 33, 
of Vineland, leave Monday by plane 
for the eastern and western parts 
of Nigeria, West Africa, where they 
are employed as teachers. 

Miss Lehman has already spent 
61/ 2 years in various schools through¬ 
out the western and central part of 
Nigeria, and Miss Bolton has spent 
2 years teaching in a girls’ secondary 
school in the little village of 
Nkwerre. 

Railroad Town 

Miss Lehman first went to Nigeria 
in 1952, where she taught in an 
African school in Jebba, 250 miles 
from the coastal city of Lagos, for 
two years. In this railroad town of 
about 2,000 natives, she taught 
children from eight different tribes. 
She was the only white person on 
the teaching staff. 

She later moved to another 
African boarding school In Zuru, 
250 miles further north, where she 
taught English. 

In 1955, she was transferred by 
the United Missionary Society to 
Jos, a city of 12,000 in the central 
plateau region of Nigeria. Here she 
taught children of the European 
missionaries and educated Nigerians. 
Only Five There 

This time, she plans to tutor for 
three or four years in a teacher 
training college in Igbetti, where 
there are only five Europeans. Most 
of her students will be Nigerians, 
who will eventually teach In African 
schools. 

"We talk of the shortage of tea¬ 
chers in Canada, yet the need is 
small in comparison with Nigeria,” 
Miss Lehman said. 

"The Nigerians are hungry for 
education and will read anything 
they can get their hands on. 

“Most of the children have anly 
a! small fraction of the opportunities 
Canadian children have. Many 
parents can’t afford to send their 


children to school, and when they 
can, the teachers, in many cases, arc 
not fully qualified." 

Miss Lehman was born in Kitch¬ 
ener and moved to Vineland with 
her parents in June. She attended 
Stratford Teachers College and 
taught school in Kitchener for five 
years. Before going to Nigeria, she 
attended Bethel College in Mlch- 
awaka, Ind., for one year. 

When Miss Bolton left the village 
of Nkwerre which had become her 
second home, she knew she would 
eventually go back. Since her return 
to Canada a year last June, she has 
corresponded regularly with the stu¬ 
dents and staff. 

“You can’t help but think of how 
they’re getting along and what 
they’re doing,” she said. 

Named After City 
St. Catharines School where she 
taught was named after her “home¬ 
town,” and had its first graduating 
class last December. When she 
returns — this time for 16 months — 
she will replace an African member 
of the staff. 

During the past year, Miss Bolton 
has been teaching English and 
history in a high school in North 
Bay. This summer she studied three 
English courses at the University 
of Toronto to help her in her work 
in Nigeria. 

"I wanted to be in Nigeria when 
the country receives its indepen¬ 
dence from the United Kingdom," 
she said. “The Nigerian people have 
been working for their independence 
for years, and this October their 
dream will at last be realized. 

Steady Training 

“The Nigerians have always been 
keenly nationalistic, confident and 
interested in running their own 
affairs. “There has been a steady 
process of training and educating 
the people to accept their new res¬ 
ponsibilities. 

“Since 1958, the federal house has 
been filled with only Africans and 
there has been a steady withdrawal 
of Europeans from the civil service 
and more handing over to the Afri¬ 
cans," Miss Bolton said. 

“There will never be the friction 
in Nigeria which exists In the 
Belgian Congo today. There Is no 
problem of whites dominating Afri¬ 
cans.” 

“In Nigeria, there are 33,000,000 
natives and only a minority of 
whites, and the relations between 
the two have always been friendly." 

Miss Carlotta Bolton is the niece 
of Mr. and Mrs. Harry Boulton of 
Coleman. 


Alberta Govt. To 
Participate In Winter 
Works Program 

The Government of Alberta has 
decided again to participate in the 
Municipal Winter Works Incentive 
Program. This was announced to¬ 
day by Honorable A. J. Hooke, 
Minister of Municipal Affairs and 
Minister responsible for the opera¬ 
tion of the program in Alberta. Mr. 
Hooke stated that the Province will 
again provide a further incentive as 
in past years by paying twenty-five 
per cent of the labor costs of ap¬ 
proved projects. In terms of value of 
project undertaken and also pay¬ 
roll costs Mr. Hooke pointed out 
that Alberta stood third among 
Canadian provinces. He expressed 
the hope that this record will be 
equalled or surpassed this coming 
season. 

Projects undertaken may be com¬ 
menced not earlier than December 
1st, the starting date of the program 
and work can continue to April 30th, 
next. 

Mr. Hooke said that as claims are 
still coming in final figure.-, as to 
the extent of last years program 
were not yet available. Indications 
are, however, that approximately 
$2,100,000.00 will have been paid to 
municipalities when the program is 
finally completed August 31st with 
the Federal Government paying 
$1,400,000.00 and the Province $700,- 
000.00. 

Preliminary estimates show that 
a total of 373 projects in Alberta 
were approved with an estimated 
total value of $12.000,000 00. The 
various projects are estimated to 
have employed 7,750 men and to 
have provided 301,000 man days of 
work. 

The terms of offer of the 1960-61 
program have been broadened to 
cover municipal buildings (exclud¬ 
ing schools and hospitals) and also 
allow for the building of municipal 
structures such as water towers and 
pumping stations. Details of the 
forthcoming program are now being 
prepared and will be forwarded to 
all municipalities within the next 
few days.

Car Hub Cap 
Regulation 

“Regarding the recent Regulation 
passed by the Highway Traffic 
Board in connection with hub caps. 
I wish to advise that the whole pur¬ 
pose of the Regulation was simply 
to protect the public,” said Hon 
Gordon Taylor. Alberta Minister of 
Highways today. “We have no ob¬ 
jections to any type of spinner or 
wheel disc, providing it does not 
represent a potential danger to 
other persons.” 

The Regulation reads, “An orna¬ 
ment or device known to the trade 
as ’Spinner wheel discs’ where the 
spinner is equipped with blades, fins 
or spikes protruding outward from 
the wheel and is likely to cause in¬ 
jury to persons that may come in 
contact with same;’’ 

“It should be made abundantly 
clear that the Regulation does not 
forbid spinners of any kind unless 
they have protruding spikes that 
could cause injury to pedestrians or 
the property or person of others, ’ 
said Mr. Taylor.
